Many of ..the 'citi- 
zens of this town have been exposed 
to the' germs of the disease. 


Strict quarantine regulations have 


been instituted and- every effort made 
to conduct a brave fight against the 
dread fever, in case" the worst fears 
of the people are realized. 


Evades Cairo .Quarantine. 


The negro who has exposed Browns- 


ville to a visitation of the epidemic is 
now fighting between life and death, 
with the chances against him. He is 
said to have the fever in its worst 
form. 
He admits 
coming from a 


fever-stricken community In the south. 
He eluded the quarantine at Cairo. On 
arriving here he attached himself to a 
construction gang, wtilcli had been at 
work a few miles from here. 


The negro was a member of the 


gang several days before (he broke 
down with th'e fever. Meanwhile every 
one of the 300 men in the gang were 
exposed. Many of these men boarded 
in Brownsville and, it is feared they 
may have given the germs of the dis- 
ease ample opportunity to Spread. 


First Case in Illinois.

For instance, the wheat 
and corn 


harvests of 1S72 were the second larg- 
est on record, but the next season oc- 
curred the great panic. 
The har- 


vests *of 1S92 fared 
similarly; the 


wheat yield had 'never hut once been 
equaled and the corn crop was of re- 
spectable volume; but 1893 followed. 
There was also, the harvest of 1SS2, 
when the wheat crop was second larg- 
est on.the list. But the harvest serv- 
-ed to introduce the "rich men's pan- 
ic" of that decade, exactly as a bum- 
per corn crop and the third largest 
wheat crop ever reaped introduced the 
similarly trying period of 1U03. 


On the other hand, .there was the 


rather general failure 'of both wheat 
and corn crops in 1SS1, with what was 
called a prosperous year 
following 


them. 
The corn crop failure of 1901 


did not destroy the prosperity of ]9l)2, 
any more than the 
spring 
wheat 


shortage in the northwest during; 1900 
injured either business 
activity or 


railway earnings In that district dur- 
ing the ensuing year.

WAS VISITED, BY A FROST 


Corn Crop of 1875 Was Practically 


Ruined On August 23 By Se- 
1 
• vere Cool -Wave. 


It will be remembered by many'of 


the older residents that just 30 years 
ago yesterday, August 22 and 23,'.1875, 
this part of the country was visited 
with heavy frosts, which practically 
ruined the corn crop. Nine-tenths of 
the crop, which was an unusually- 
large one that' year, was ruined. It 
was one of the heaviest frosts ever 
experienced in this part of the state 
prior to that time, and while there 
has been some heavy ones since, none 
have caused such damage in southern 
Wisconsin as.'the one in 1875. 


A largo supply of peat

SEEDS OF LIBERTY. 


Parliaments truly representative of 


free people do not, spring Into ex- 
istence fully fledged. We are apt to 
judge progress In other countries by 
our own extension of the liberty which 
had grown and broadened in England 
since Magna Charta. The powers of 
representative government 
conceded 


by the Czar-do not look very impres- 
sive. An. Englishman or an American 
naturally would not find much to be 
grateful for in an assembly which can 
only 
talk 
but 
cannot 
enforce 


Its conclusions, which has no initia- 
tive and apparently no rights; which 
may be arbitrarily overridden at a 
moment's notice. 
Even 
its debates 


can be made 'secret and, therefore, in- 
effective, at the will of the Russian 
autocracy. 
To the 
Anglo-Saxon 
a 


very poor shadow of popular repre- 
sentation remains. The new Russian 
Duma is apparently to be elected on 
a restricted franchise, or even on no 
franchise at all. 


The public is not to be admitted to 


the sessions of this' new body. 
Even 


the press is excluded, when a min- 
ister declares the matter under debate 
to be a national secret. The assem- 
' bly in fact is advisory and not legis- 
lative and is born with no rights which 
anybody feels bound to respect. 


Still, it is born. It is in some .sense 


a national council. It is a method of 
voicing public opinion which has nev- 
er existed before. 
Until the English 


House of Commons seized the power 
of .the pure. It was not in very much 
better case on really vital questions. 
Theoretically King Edward VII can- 
declare war without consulting parlia- 
ment at all. His predecessors up to 
the time- of .William III never dream- 
ed of consulting 
parliament about 


such a matter. The Tudor kings were 
in a chronic state of war with France 
and Scotland, but the parliament of 
those days had nothing to say in the 
matter and, if we are to trust the rec- 
ords of 
Hallam 
or Green, 
nevei 


dreamed of- saying anything. 


The English parliament has always 


had an intensely parochial side to 
It. It necessarily combines the func 
tions of Congress and our State legis 
latures. Even in the time of Elizabetl 
the parochial 
element predominated 


Today it is impossible to lay a foot 
of tramway on the .Thames embank 
ment without an act of parliament. 


But in spite of the 
limitations of 


parliament under the 
Plantageuets 


the, Tudors and the Stuarts, it was a 
representative assembly. 
Its roots 


were deeply planted in. the soil and 
there was no power inhering in the 
divine right of kings great enough to 
tear it up. Freedom slowly broaden- 
ed down from precedent to precedent 
Inevitably'with the growth of the peo- 
ple. 
The parliament of the jgtuarts 


could depose a king. The parliament 
of William of Orange could stringent- 
ly limit the prerogative of his crown. 
The House of Commons of Victoria 
over and over again carried the most 
drastic reforms against the royal will

It's nil very well for those who hare 
the loading teams, but in each league 
there are losers. 
I'll venture that not 


more than three clubs in either league 
;irc making money, and with perhaps 
one exception.. 


"Tho profits of the 'season ore not 


ivhat thoy would be wore the same 
ninount of money invested in ordinary 
lines of business. Jim Hart told me 
that in the sixteen years he hud been 
at the head of the Chicago club that 
corporation has never declared a divi- 
dend. Some years they made money, 
but they had to put'it right back into 
tho club, improving tho plant and get- 
ting new players. 


"In a twelve club league the percent- 


age of losing clubs would be less, as 
there should not bo more than four 
yenk clubs in such an organization. 


"Twelve pood teams could be formed 


from the pick of the taleut In both 
leagues. Then, again, the game would 
pny better with only one club In a 
city. Now York, 
Philadelphia, 
St. 


Louis, Boston and Chicago, aud Cin- 
cinnati, Pittsbnrg, Detroit. Cleveland,

the circuit with the addition of a club' 
In cither Buffalo or Louisville. Colum- 
bus would pny In a major, league now, 
I think, and It Is conveniently sit- 
uated.

Boon to Racine Onmmen. 


Ted Shea of Sprlugfiold, Mass., has 


turned out the oars for the Yale crews 
for many seasons, and this year he 
made oars for Harvard too. 
. 


Shea first visits the lumber districts, 


where, after a long search, he secures 
the proper wooden .blocks. Those he 
puts away for a year's seasoning. Then 
ho begins to work with knife aud 
piano, keeping in.mind the hundred and 
one things which arc necessary to the 
perfect orir. When the oar is finished, 
it -must be twelve feet two inches' long, 
and before It Is rigged with leather for 
the rowlock must weigh seven and ono- 
half pounds. 
It is tapered gradually 


to the' end with the most scientific 
accuracy, a half dozen different cali- 
pers being necessary to determine Just 
the exact tapering. 


Every oar which Shea turns out for 


Harvard uud Yale is tho work of his 
hands alone,,for he.will not be respon- 
sible for oud 1C another person is al- 
lowed to touch 'it! He can charge what 
he pleases, for athletic managers are 
willing to pay almost any price so long 
as the oar Is right, 


A natural mechanical ability caused 


Shoa to take tip the business of mak- 
ing oars. His father was an,old oar-' 
maker' in Springfield, and ho' himself 
always 
lived near the Connecticut 


river until lie went to New • York, 
where ho worked in a factory. When 
he was free from work In tho after- 
noon, he used to go to a neighboring 
boat shop to watch the carpenters, and 
finally ho returned house resolved to 
make oars.

Ho bbgan In bis father's shop to fill 


orders for the canoe club of the place. 
He improved paddles until they at- 
tracted widespread attention. 


He graduated from paddles to pars, 


and finally.his work'came to the no- 
tice of a Yale conch. Ho received an 
order for oars for the varsity crew. 
This established him at once as a 
uuiker of prominence. 


Since he has spent practically all his 


time making oars for American col- 
leges.

lowing steadiness in-the foreign mar- 
kets has helped in promoting frequent 
reactions. After the regular close on 
Saturday liquidation brought about a 
decline of V.\ to %c, leaving the mar- 
ket about that,much net lower for the 
week.

to be in New .York, but the warrant 
servers, according to the last reports 
received, have not succeeded in find- 
ing him. 


It is understood the Indictments 


charge conspiracy to defraud the gov- 
ernment, but as to this nothing defi- 
nite can be learned. District Attorney 
Beach having left town after obtain- 
ing the necessary warrants. 


Former Government Employe.

FOOD FOE, LITTLE ONES. 


Taking it for granted that those who 


have read my previous lecture 
upon j 


infant feeding will follow the directions 
therein given, the 'young child should 
now be healthy and robust; h^ should 
at least be of the average sfie and 
health, or perhaps a little above it. 


Even after weaning, the milk 
or 


fluid food is used until at least the 
end of. the second, or, if continued 
as the principal article o£ diet, until 
about the third year; all the better. 


As the end o£ the second year draws 


near, however, the observing mother 
notes that 'al! of the milk teeth have 
becu cut, and the digestive organs are , 
much stronger. . Active measurements 
show that the sixe aud shape of the di- j 
gestivo apparatus has 
been 
greatly 


changed; the walls of the 
stomach! 


have grown thicker and the intestinal j 
canal larger and has greater capacity. 
The lower maxillary has increased in 
strength, and the muscles of mastica- 
tion, have all become firmer and more 
powerful'. 
The cavity of the mouth 


has also become larger, the esophagus 
wider, the lips more fleshy, and the 
salivary glands so well developed that 
their secretions arc much 'greater. In 
fact, all of the digestive organs 
are 


responding to the demand of nature for 
foods that'- will not .only supply the 
child with strength for its daily exer- 
tions, but for an additional quantity 
sufficient to cary on the process of 
growth and development, , 


These signs all point to the fact that 


additional food must soon be 
sup- 


plied. 
It therefore becomes necessary 


for those in charge to ascertain the 
form of food best adapted to the pres- 
ent needs. 
^ 


It is truo that some will laugh at the: 


idea of selecting a speaial diet for thej 
children, and will say, wi^h. scorn: "1; 
have'allowed my children to eat what! 
the rest did, and I gues» I don't pay; 
'any more doctor bills than the mostoli 
people.'' That may be true enough, but j 
in years to come your descendants will! 
suffer because of your neglect and lack I 
of judgment. ' Moreover, there Is noj 
'necessity, for paying any doctor bills! 
i£ the little ones, are properly cared] 
for, and taught to eat proper food at I 
proper times, and in the correct man-1 
ner. " Besides, these lectures are not: 
written for the benefit of tnoae who 
know it all and are satisfied to do as 
their ancestors did, ho matter what tho 
cor.sequonces may be; but-they arc 
written for those who wish to learn a 
better-way; .for tnoits'whs have the! 
future welfare of their children so\ 
much at heart that they are willing to 
make—every eftort--to- secure the bast 
possible instructions as to their men- 
tal, moral aad physical development. 


It is certainly a bad state oi affairs 


when a parent is found who reads- 
yes, studies—with great interest every- 
thing pertaining to the physical devel- 
opment and most advantageous sur- 
roundings and 
foodstuffs 
for pigs, 


chicke'ns, calves and colts, but pays no 
attention to instructions as to the best 
methods of advancing the interests ol 
his own offspring! It is hoped, how- 
ever, that this department will con- 
tinue to arouse the 
Enthusiasm not 


only of the mothers and fathers, but 
of all right-minded people, and that 
the important question of diet, hy- 
giene and physical as well as mental 
development of the coming generation 
may be intelligently and commonly 
dis»ussed in every home. 


But to return to our baby, who is. 


no doubt, hungry by this time, as he 
has been left so long with all of his 
teeth ready for work, and nothing but 
mJlk .to chew on. 


As a rule, children are fond of all 


kinds of fruits, and most vegetables. 
The vegetable acids are usi'»lly craved, 
aud arc 
not 
only 
wholesome and 


healthful, but are highly beneficial as 
laxatives. The- acids are at their best 
in the ripe, juicy fruits, and, if given 
to the child at the proper time, are not 
at all likely to be'.in the least injurious. 
The skin of fruits, 
potatoes, 
or of 


sausages,' should always be carefully 
removed, as they are likely to cause 
acuU gastritis, which might 
result 


fataliy in a short time. Canned corn 
should be placed among the prohibited ' 
articles until the habit of-, thoroughly 
masticating is.well established. 


To some persons it may appear un- 


necessary., to nalne many of the pro- 
scribed articles of food; but the ex- 
perience or all physicians goes to prove 
the necessity for explicit 'directions. 
For instance,.a-woman of foreign birth 
was told to. give her baby a bath as' 
soon as she .got home from the doctor's 
office. She asked for further informa- 
tion, and was told to use at least a! 
gallon of water. 
She appeared to un-; 


demand, and prepared to return home, 
but turniug back, she asked 
if 
she 


should put sugar in it, saying that her 
baby did not like .to take anything un- 
less it was sweetened. Close question-j 
ing satisfied the astonished doctor that; 
the 
woman 
would 
literally 
have | 


"given" the bath instead of bathing the 
child's body. 


When common sense is lacking, or 


utter ignorance prevails, then it be- 
comes necessary 
to be very specific, 


and those who soak to aid the Home 
Health club in spreading knowledge 
among such classes will often find their 
patience, very sorely tried. 


When., some 
of the 
good mothers 


come to read over the list of foods that 
are forbidden to young children, they 
will exclaim in astonishment.: "Well, 
I wonder what the child is to eat. any- 
way!" for at first glance it will seem 
that everything is forbidden. But such 
is not the 
case; 
good, 
wholesome, 


healthful food, and an abundance of 
it, may be given to the little ones, and 
it will be eaten with such gustatory 
enjoyment that you will 
wish 
your 


mothers had taught you to eat in the 
same healthful way. 


A great variety of foodstuffs is not 


desirable. 
I know many families and 


!iome schools where the simple, sen- 
sible method 
of sclcciiug 
the 
chil- j 


dren's diet with reference 
to their | 


physical development, rather than to j 
cater to their capricious appetite, Is 
observed with marked success. 


The 'articles on our list which shall 


first, and most emphatically, be for- 
bidden are fried potatoes and swine's 
flesh, or products therefrom, in any 
form; and I think if only two don'ts 
•were allowed these would outweigh ail 
the other gastronomical evils com- 
bined. Next come salty foods, pickles, 
salads and condiments—except a little 
salt—rich stews, 
dressing*, such as 


are used for stuffing 
fowls, 
visceral 


foods, such as liver, kidneys, tripe, etc., 
also the coarser vegetables, such as 
beets. In mips, cabbage?, cucumbers, etc., 
fancy and fine whitebread, cakes, pas- 
tries, griddle cakes, 
fancy 
candies, 


sweetmeats, 
and 
preserves; 
rich, 


greasy soups, cheese, unripe and over- 
ripe fruits, fruit with large seeds or 
hard skins, such as grapes, etc., aud 
the skins of all fruits should be re- 
moved. 


Fruits for young children should al- 


ways be thoroughly 
cooked, 
except 


fresh, ripe fruits, and no greasy food 
or made-over dishes should be allowed. 
As a rple, the 
made-over or 
twice 


cooked foods are rather hard to digest, 
as thoy are usually highly seasoned, 
and, therefore conic under the ban. Of 
course, no person with good common 
sense would think 
ot 
supplying 
a 


young child with 
beer- or 
alcoholic 


liquids .of any kind; yet I have seen 
children cry for their share, or more,! 
of the beer that waa being served at 
the family table. 


To one who fully 
appraeiat'es 
the 


after effects, it would also seem al- 
most a waste of worus to say that tea 
and coffee mus: not be toleratid. No 
matter how weak it is, either one of 
these will retard or interfere with the 
proper digestion of nutritious food, be- 
sides aiding in establishing a perni- 
cious habit, making the child nervous 
and.'laying the foundation tor alco- 
holism in later life. 


Regularity of meals, even if they 


must be served more frequently than 
the regular family meals, is a much 
better custom to follow than to allow 
constant nibbling and piecing between 
meals.
